Our virtues may sometimes cause us to suffer, 
even greatly ; as forbearance and fortitude and re- 
signation imply the endurance of insult, of injury 
or of trials. But the sufferings of virtue are so 
sublime, so rich in precept, and so crowned with 
rewards, that the reflecting mind must learn, and

As no tyranny equals that of the Passions, 
neither is (here any Misery so sure as that of sub- 
mitting to their unlimited costroul; the greatest 
peril, the lowest obloquy, the most sarcastic con. 
tempt, are found to fellow and fall upon the unres- 
trained career of those powerful mental, moral, 
and personal enemies of virtue, and of happiness. 

The Passions in their excess, are seen to distort 
and for the time being, to destroy, the human 
countenance—changing the serene energy of dig 
nified command, which speaks in the fine features 
of civilized man, to the vulgar violence of savage 
brutality—altering the angel sweetness of beauti- 
ful woman, to the character and contour of a merci-

genera have sprung trom refinement. Accordingiy, | 
the most whimsical things have prevailed in love 
affairs, invented, perhaps, to season the »pprouches 

of the lover with variety. One man advances as | 
certain, that love expives with the first kiss; he, | 
therefore, prydentiy aveids saluting his mistress | 
with bis lips for a dozen years. A second con- 

founds the means with the end, imagines the siate | 
of being in love is the happiest, and Jooks upon | 
what the lover of passion hails as the summit of | 
his wishes, the possession of his mistress; as the 
first step of love’s deciine. Another is so fasti 
dious in bis views, and possesses so much of what | 
phrenologists would call * adorativeness” in his | 
pericranium, that being in love, with him, (and of- 

tentimes bending at a shrine at which no mortal 

being but himself would feel inclined to bow the 

knee,) isan act of complete devotion. Thus, much 

of love depends upon imagination rather than up- 

on‘any thing positive; for there are instances of 

being in love with an imaginary object, as in some 

singularly constituted dispositions with a statue, 

like the Parisian girl who fe!l in love with the 

Apollo Belvidere. 

The epoch of being in love, notwithstanding all, 
is the most agreeable in the whole course of life. 
The soul has then no craving to gratify. F.xis- 
tence is at its highest premium, for itis then we 
are farthest from indifference. He who is in love 
cherishes life, but enjoys it the better for little 
drawbacks in other affairs, which only heighten 
love’s relish when we return to it. It is a better 
and pleasanter thing than money getting, or cour- 
tiership, or sullen study, or maddening ambition, 
or a thousand gasping desires that engross us 
wholiy without our feeling satisfaction in their 
pursuit. ‘hese are solitary objects ; being in love 
is participated with another, and therefore it is a 
more social pleasure. The romantic tinge which 
often colours our conduct is an agreeable charac- 
teristic—it increases the attraction, and confers a 
hallowed charm upon the passion, Being in love 
is a restraint wpon evil feelings—a situation fa 
vourable to virtue. The love of woman is a cor- 
rective of our perverse natures, and, while its sea- 
son lasts, always mendds the heart, Let an un- 
biassed and discriminating centenaire answer what 
part of life he could look back upon with the most 
kindly feelings ; what portion of departed years he 
most cherished in his rememberance, and he would 
doubtless answer, the time when he was in love 
The memory of that delicious season, its little ad- 
ventures, its hopes, fears, and enjoyments, always 





less demon; for what is so fearful as the madness of 
the irascible? what ¢o dreadful as the purpose of 
the revengeful ? what so vile as the insinuation of 
the envious? so abject as the selfishness of the 
sordid? or so ridiculous as the excesses of the 
vain and the sensual! Nor is it irrelative to con- 
firm this by a fact, adduced on the aiithority of 
Madame de Stael, that all the jacobins, actively 
concerned in the horrors of the reign of murder, 
were individually distinguished by the same sort 
of countenance—pale, nervous and agitated, mov. 
ing from side to side, like a wild beast in his cage. 
And when seated, poising themselves, without ris- 
ing, in a sort of stationary restlessness, indicating 
the impossibility of repose, 

Thus powerfal is*the sway of the evil passions. 
So comfortless and so frightful the distortion of 
their fury. 

Even ambition, in whose sublime features and 
high feelings, there is the fascination of glory, and 
the charm of intrepidity, in striving to push 
others aside, who are, with the same efforts, strug- 
gling to climb the same steep ascent, and to reach 
the same dangerous apex of power, how often is 
it seen loosing its hold and falling with a velocity 
which strikes, crushes, and disables the victim 
from again rising in triumph, or succeeding in fu- 
ture honours to authority. 

If distress or discomfiture be thus the possible 
portion of the most seductive, and the least. male. 
volent of human passions, of what avail, and to 


| what effect is the nurture or the indulgence of the 


more mean and less morally attractive? 

Nor let it be urged, that these unsubdued foes 
of feature, of manners and of mind, owe their des- 
potic empire to the fervour ef youth; that time, 
chilling the circulations into sluggishness, will 
with the same hard grasp, cool, calm, and quiet 
the hot spirit of turbulent inclination, 
not. 


Believe it 
To the moral, as to the physical habits of 
man, age brings no remedy for the néglectful.— 
At that period the objects of sense may change, 
but not the violence of sensation: the fretful and 
the furious will not, through the medium of dis- 
gust, be rendered amiable and conciliatory. The 
extravagant love of pleasure will change but to 
the intemperate desire of gold, or the more exces 

sive avarice of power. 

As certainly, ere the autamn of human existence 
has passed away, will the strong passions yield to 
the stronger understanding, or be restrained by 
the better principle; thence delay were fatal. Age 
may never come, or were it sure, as is the moment 
of dissolution, does the mind bloom and brighten 
asthe body bends and breaks? Will the heart 
expand and grow kind, amid the solitude of out- 
lived and buried affections, or under the wrongs 
and estrangements of painful humanity, 

There is of lengthened existence, a probable 
period to which improvement does not belong: 
when to vegetate and to suffer, are ail that remain 
of the beautiful and the glorious. 

Thrice happy they, who prepared for the pos- 
sible result of long protracted years, have said to 
the whole host of lawless passions—* Peace ! and 
din no more.”

every species of defilement, so that even the sym- 
bols of religion were enlisted fogptheir protection. 
The statues, with which the city was peopled, were . 
treated with that contempt which Launce would 
have rebuked even in his dog. The images of the 
Gods were disfigured by painted faces and gilded 
beards; and, though the Venus de Medicis never 
appeared in a hoop-petticoat, nor the Apollo Bel- 
videre in a blue swallow-tailed coat with metal 
buttons, yet the costume of the day, whatever it 
was, was very generally bestowed on the represen. 
tatives of Heaven. The houses were, for the most 
part, brick; many of them crazy, and supported 
by props, and such as belonged even to patricians, 
otien had the ground floor assigned to a huckster, 
or a dealer in oil. In the windows, which were 
tew in number, glass was scldom, if ever, to be 
seen, but in its place, a dimly transparent stone, 
or shutters of wood. from the want of chimneys, 
the rooms were full oi smoke, which was left to 
make its escape by the roof, the windows, or the 
door; on which account, Vitruvius expressly for- 
hade carved work or moulding, except im the sum- 
mer apartments, because in the others, they would 
be covered with sont, (Lib. 7 c.4.) Among the 
accomplishments of the cook, it was expected that 
he should be ekilful in knowing which way the 
wind blew, lest, if he opened the wrong window, 
the smoke should be driven into the broth: under 
these circumstances, the ancestors of a Roman 
gentleman, when they had occupied the niches of 
his hall for a few years, bore a very striking resem- 
biance to modern chimney-sweepers, The Ro- 
mans made as much use of their fingers at a meal, 
as Engishmen do of their forks; and Ovid, in his 
Artof Love, gives it as a piece of Chesterfieldian 
advice to the young pallants of his time, “ not to 
smear their mouths with their greasy hands,” 
more than was necessary. A mappa, or napkin, 
for each individual, was thas absolutely requisite. 
Every guest brought his own; and, lest the over- 
turning of sauce boats and gravy, should not do 
it full justice, it was made further serviceable asa 
pocket handkerchief. The middle ranks of citi- 
zens were clad in white woollen vestments, which 
were, of course, as dirty, habsiually, as might be 
expected from the general poverty of the wear- 
ers; while the baser plebians, not able to affect 
this shabby gentility, contented themselves with 
garments of the colour and quality, and meannessy 
of a Mendicant Friar’s. Their shirts, too, were 
composed of the same material, and from these 
causes, aided by the blessing of a hot climate, and 
the plentiful use of garlic, the effluvia of their 
public assemblies wae so powerful that, even in a 
theatre without a roof, the Emperor found it exe 
pedient to sprinkle his faithful subjects with shove 
ers of rose-water.”

METHIODISM IN AMERICA. 

The increase of this religious denomination, per- 
haps is not exceeded by any christian sect of the 
present age. A cursory view of its history, will

Mr. Ph. Embury, a local preacher from Ireland, 
was the first who landed in America. He began to 
preach in the city of New York, and formed # so- 
ciety in the vear of our Lord 1766; and the first 
American Methodist Church was erected partly 
hy contributions from Europe, and located in John 
street, New-York, A. D 1768 or 9. About the 
same tune Messrs. Richard Boardman and Joseph 
Pilmore, arrived as missionaries, regularly appoint- 
ed to labour in this country, by the Britisn con- 
ference. From that time to the present, a period 
of 59 years, the borders of this chu:ch hice been 
extended, until it presents the following aggre- 
grate, viz:—twelve annual conferences: twelve 
hundred and twenty six teavelling preachers, and 
a total of three hundred and twelve thousand, five 
hundred and forty members. Exhibiting also, as 
the last year’s increase, the nomber of fourteen 
thousand nine hundred and eight, according to the 
returns just made, which exhibited the total num 
ber of members within the bounds of each confer- 
ence as follows :
